ing practically unquestioned support 
to the claim that Great Britain is 
rapidly coming under martial law. 

4. J. H. Thomas, secretary of the 


Railwaymen's union, addressed strik- 
ers and declared that a grave respon- 
sibility would rest with those leaders 
who failed to realise when the propi- 
tious moment for ending the strike had 
arrived. : 

5. Vickers machine guns were in 
place at the docks, where complete 
order has been restored. 

The British government is fast im- 

ing one of the strangest martial 
aws the world has ever seen. It is 
a silken gloved, steel-fisted law that 
does not affect the publie's liberty, 
does not affect 90 per cent of the 
strikers and which the people of Eng- 
land see only as it flashes by in the 
form of truckloads of shock-headed, 
cigarette-smoking ‘“Tommies’’—but a 
law which has made the London docks 
where disorders first occurred a place 
of a convent-like peace. : 

Children played in the sun in squal- 
id streets near the docks Sunday. 
Nearby were newly-erected barricades 


through which peeped the blunt noses 
of Vickers machine guns capable of

It is remembered that under this 
martial law now existent in England 
no single soldier has yet clashed with 
a civilian, no single order has yet 
been given hy. the military to rioters. 
But the soldiers, sailors and marines 


are always just around the corner of 


every danger spot—probably watch- 
ing surreptitiously, matching coins, 
playing football as if they were in 
the park in the shadow of Bucking- 
ham palace. 


King Seeks Solution. 


While labor is steadily losing, King 
George is quietly trying to find a 
stingless solution of the strike. Sun- 
day wg he conferred at the palace 
with Sir William Joynson-Hicks, home 
secretary, on methods to be pursued 
by police during the remainder of the 
strike; with Sir Douglas Hogg, at- 
torney general, and with Lord Bal- 
four, president of the council, the lat- 
ter one of the most respected. states- 
men in the empire. Open interven- 
tion by the king is impossible but he 
can exert a tremendously friendly 
pressure toward a solution which will 
not leave labor with a bitter feeling 
toward the government. 

Increasing reports published in com- 
munities where industrial effects of 
the strike are most strongly felt in- 
dicate that there is a powerful move- 
ment of the strikers back to their 
work, Detailed, circumstantial fig- 
ures which must be based on some 
fact state that workers are drifting 
back in groups of five or ten or a hyn- 
dred—and in two cases in thousands. 

The official communique of the 
trades union council issued Sunday 
said, “if the government compels mine 
owners to withdraw their lockoug 
notices against miners the trade union 
council is prepared to cancel the strike 
and resume negotiations.” 

This would mean a temporary resto- 
ration of the old wage scale. 

In the face of this overture by la- 
bor the government spokesman con- 
tinued to reiterate that the govern- 
ment would do nothing except con- 
tinue its efforts to break the strike 
until the strike itself had been can- 
celled.

MINISTERS IN BRITAIN 
MAKE PLEAS FOR PEACE. 

London, May 9.—Ecclesiastical au- 
thorities from the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury down—with the exception of 
the king, the only people in England 
who have not taken sides openly in 
the strike—appealed for peace, in 
their Sunday sermons. 

Cardinal Bourne, head of the Cath- 
olic church in England, said in his 
sermon : 

“Catholics must face clearly the fact 
that there is no justification for the 
general strike. We are all bound to 
uphold the government which is the 
lawfully constituted authority of our 
country.”

STRIKE FEATURES 
IN GREAT BRITAIN 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
Lillian and Dorothy Gish, the 
American “motion picture sisters,“ 
are much interested in the strike, but 
say they are absolutely neutral. They 
motored to Eccleston square this 
morning and had a peep at the three 
dull gray Victorian period residences 
—headquarters of the Trades Union 
congress and the labor party. Neither 
attempted to enter, however, but ap- 
peared interested in the scenes of ac- 
tivity and the tall broad-shouldered 
guards who inspect the credentials 
of all persons desiring admission. 
The Misses Gish heard part of the 
government's side of the labor dis- 
pute Friday when they attended the 
session of the house of commons. 


Londoners in the heart of the city 
took their Sunday afternoon walks 
as usual. Trafalgar and Parliament 
square and Whitehall were filled with 
leisurely pedestrians in their Sunday 
clothes. 


Crowds halted respectfully with 
raised hats befofe the cenotaph in 
Whitehall—where Britain’s unknown 
soldier is buried—at the base of 
which were many fresh bouquets and 
wreaths. 


There was little about the war of- 
fice, foreign office or admiralty to 
indicate that the British capital was 
not having a normal, quiet Sunday. 
An occasional bus passed, with its 
wire netting screen to protect the 
driver, and the nondescript train or 
motor craft was not like the usual 
orderly lines of busses and elegant 
motor cars. 


Two well worn “briars,” of almost 
the exact shape and costing originally 
three or four shillings, were comfort- 
ing their owiers today in widely sepa- 
rated camps whose every action is 
helping to make history.
